Buds May Set And 
Produce. 


An air of optimism as to the ulti­ 
mate effect of the early week fruit 
freeze prevailed 
among specialists 
at the 
Pennsylvania State 
College 
school of 
agriculture 
following re­ 
ceipt of telegraphic reports from the 
leading fruit growers representing all 
sections of the state. 
WTh:le it is 
admitted 
that 
the 
Monday 
night 
freeze was the 
most extensive and 
disastrous experienced 
in the state 
for many years, hopes are still held 
out that a fair 
percentage of the 
fruit buds, 
especially 
peach, 
will 
"set” 
and produce a 
crop. 
Little 
hope is enterta ned for much of the 
crop of the smaller fruits, plum, apri­ 
cot and cherry. 
Growers report that they feel cer­ 
tain varieties of peach weathered the 
freeze in fairly good condition, 
and 
that the apple damage, except in cer­ 
tain sections, is not as as bad as was 
first 
anticipated. 
Ind cations 
are 
that the apple crop for the most part 
will be more up to normal than any 
of the other fruits. 
Irater report* on 
the peach situation lead the college 
men to believe that 
conditions are 
not quite so bad as they were first 
thought to be, even though so totally 
di-Astrous as they really are.
